tithes. Recently some ove tell the 
Magistrate that this Treasnrer wis squan- 
dering the Govormment money and fur- 
ther, that he was iu tho habit of lending 
the Government money to hia frivndy, for 
private use, and that tho Mugistrate would 


short over Tis. 6000 Upon heiiring this 
Jattor piece of news, the Magistrato nt once 
ordered his runners to arrest the Treasurer 
and te sigze his account books, which upon 
inspection waro found to. bo as, etuted, 
short to the extent of Tle 0100. The 
Troastror was heavily sceurcd ty hond+- 
nen, Who readily came forward nnd offered 
ewike gaol the fevas inn few hours, 
lat the Mugi-trate demanded ineuediate 
paymedt; whereupon the securities suid it 
was unreasonsble to exact pryment in 
such a short time. Tho. Magistrate order- 
ed the runners to beat tho Treasurer, and 
soon the prisoner was pretty well exhaust. 
ed, aud as he fainted uoder tho strokes, 
the wife of the Inckless Treasurer rushed 
into tho Court and caught hoid of the 
Magiatrate by the co.t and bosought him 
to desist from. bamboning ber basbanid: 


butshe suught hold of him agwin, and told 
hia to kill the Treasurer with «a knifs, at 
once, instead of torturing hiw. The 
Magistrate’s own wife next came ont from 
her-apartments, and requested bicr lord 
and mastor to show a little mercy to the 
unfortunate _ prisoner. But he “an- 
swered her pruffly, saying it wes 
none of ber business’ to. meddle with 
Government affairs, and farther asked her

Mossrs Bun Hioa & Co., and the Cumelot, 
of Leith, bound from Liverpool to Chinu 
and Japao, -Betweeu five andsix o'clock 
lust. oveniug it appears that the Diamond, 
which was hound for Ponang witha genoral 
cargo, consisting principally. of Obineao 
chow-chow /nad : fluoring. tiles, left her 
anchorago in the Itonds, and was roundiug 
the Point at “‘i'snjong Pagur with the in- 
Lontion ef proceeding through New Har- 
bour, About the game time tha Caaclot; 
with Capt. Duvis, tho pilot, on bonrd, left 
the. Wharf with a yiow to passing the Rast 
eud of the Tanjong. Pagar Wharf’ ond to 
aiurt for. China, the result being that: the 
two hots oume into violent collision, the 
Cumelot striking the Diamond ulmost right 
at angles on the starboard side ubaft the 
engiue -room, causing serious damage to 
both vessels.
